1926, testified that Edward J. Con- 
nor, a Police Magistrate, and 
Michael J. Mullen, a Deputy Coro- 
rer, instructed him to issue tax re- 
ceipts to certain designated voters 
without charge. He said he issued 
less than 10 receipts for which he 
received the money directly from 
the veters. He turned his receipt 
book over to Magistrate Connor, 
who a week later gave him hig 10 
per cent commission for issuing tax 
receipts. 

Expects to Challenge Voters. 

All voters not paying a real es- 
tate tax are required personally to 
pay a poll tax of 25 cents a year.

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BABE RUTH. SETS 500. HOME RUNS AS HIS LIFETIME 


Lightweights to. 


BAMBINO ALSO 

WOULD LIKE 
TO PLAY IN 10 
WORLD SERIES 


By Babe Ruth.

NEW YORK, July 11.—There 
are three things I'd like to accom- 
plish before I close my big league 
earecr. Chief and foremost, I'd 
like to establish a lifetime record 
of 5600 home runs. Thus far I 
have nearly 450, and with any sort 
of a break I ought to reach that 
one very easily. 

Then, I’d like to break my home 
run record. That’s no pipe, and 
I’ve got a hunch that I may do it 
this year. Thus far I’m away to 
a good atart. I’m half way there 
now. But keeping up the pace to 
the finish is tough, but I'll be in 
there trying. 

The third thing I want to do is 
get back the season record for 
runs driven in. Lou Gehrig took 
that one away from me last year 
when he drove 176 runs across the 
plate. If anyone thinks that’s not 
a lot of runs, they can get a bet 
out of me. I had hoped to beat 
it this year. But I’m not so sure 
I will. And then Gehrig is right 
behind me in that department, too, 
and whether I break the record or 
not, Lou won't be easy to head off. 
That boy can hit, make no mistake 
about that. If there’s anyone in 
either league who will ever beat 
my lifetime total for home runs, 
it ought to be Lou. He already 
has a ood start, and he’s just a 
kid. 

There is another little mark I'd 
like to establish, too. I'd like to 
play in 10 world series before I 
finally hang up my uniform. I've 
already been in eight, and this 
fall, if the Yankees win, it will be 
nine. 

Some years ago I announced that 
when I had been in i090 world 
series I was going to quit base- 
ball. I'm not so sure about that 
now. When a fellow is young, 
with his career still ahead of him, 
it’s easy to say that you're going 
to quit when you reach a certain 
age.

THE AMERICAN WOMAN IN ._POLITICS.

T IS obvious to all who have followed the 

news accounts of the recent Republican 
and Democratic conventions, that women 
have played a conspicuous part thus far in 
the presidential contest. It is likely that 
they will continue in considerable numbers 
to be interested and to work politically 
until the November elections. It should be 
oDvious, also, to those who have kept up 
with the ideals and objectives of the state 
and national Leagues of Women Voters as 
revealed frém time to time itn the press 
Or given regularly in their official ergans, 
that the women whe come to the fore in 
politics in the United States are trying to 
equip themselves to vote intelligently and 
patriotically. Jt will have been noticed that 
the representatives of the state and nation- 
al Leagues at Houston made a special ef- 
fort to demand planks tn the national plat- 
form guaranteeing certain social legisia- 
tion which tg assumed to benefit women 
and children. 

It ts obvious, on the other hand, that 
thousands of women voters have no inter- 
est in the coming election outside the ques- 
tion of prohibitien. Thousands, also, will 
vote for any candidate rather than for a 
Catholic. The status of women and chil- 
Gren in industry. maternity protection. chiid 
health, educationa! measures, freedom of 
speech. and state rights—e!l!l these vita! 
questions are of secondary importance in 
their eyes to the question of the candidate's 
religious convictions or his attitude toward 
the liquor question. Fgnaticism will pre- 
vent the play of the rationalizing process 
upon the issue and emotionalism will vent 
itself uncentrolled. 

So it would be foolishly tdealistic te 
imagine that the vote ef these women who 
are studying political issues or government 
in general through their Leagues or ciubs 
will have any special effect tn the coming 
elections. Nevertheless it is encouraging te 
observe that the number ef influential 
women all over the country who take their 
vote seriously seem to be slowly increasing. 
It is true that fewer women register and 
vote than Was expected when they gained 
the suffrage, but there is little doubt “hat 
women voters who are members of the 
Leagues are studying vital issues and trs- 
ing to vote from logical cenviction rather 
than because of fanatical obsession.
